“As previously announced, test 
activities at Eniwetok are under

including 
those of the Atomic Energy Act. 
Information obtained from re­ 
search on nuclear detonations, the 
major purpose of the tests, is se­ 
cret. In furtherance of the Presi­ 
dent’s announcement of January 
31. 1950. the test program includ­ 
ed experiments contributing to 
thermonuclear weapons research. 
Will Declassify News 
“Information on several projects 
in fields of biology, medicine and 
radiology will be declassified and 
provided to appropriate agencies 
of the government when results 
have been analyzed and evaluated. 
The program also included com­ 
prehensive measurement of blast 
and thermal effects on structures, 
aircraft and various other items. 
Much of this data will he declassi­ 
fied for use by both the Depart­ 
ment of Defense and the Federal 
Civil Defense Agency.

Bradley said MacArthur was 
warned twice by the Pentagon last 
fall to close the gap separating the 
Eighth Army and the Tenth Corps 
in Korea. The Tenth Corps was 
encircled by the Chinese Commu­ 
nists’ winter offensive and finally 
escaped with heavy losses. 
Whitney said it was “apparent” 
that Bradley spoke without “first 
hand knowledge of the terrain” 
and added: 
“During 11 months of the war 
he (Bradley) has never visited the 
Korean battle area, w’hieh differs 
materially from anything he has 
personally experienced.” 
Whitney’s Statement 
Whitney’s statement, in full, 
said:“It is quite apparent from Gen­ 
eral Bradley’s testimony as re­ 
ported by The Associated Press 
this (Thursday) afternoon that he 
was not familiar with the tactical 
situation existing in Korea or that 
his memory has badly betrayed 
him.“At the time the Chinese en­ 
tered the war, the Tenth Corps 
was acting as an enveloping force 
against the remnant of the North 
Korean forces deployed in front of 
the Eighth Army. Upon develop­ 
ment of the Chinese attack, the 
withdrawal of the Tenth Corps 
became clearly indicated and such 
operation was under way by Gen­ 
eral Mac Art bur’s orders long be­ 
fore the directive of the joint 
chiefs of staff to which General 
Bradley refers.

A comparison of pay rates for 
Marine Corps privates was given 
by the sergeant. 
In the Revolu­ 
tionary War, a marine private re­ 
ceived $5 a month. 
In 1829, the 
pay was upped to $6. At the time 
of

Spanish-American 
war, 
marine privates were receiving S15 
a month. 
Irater and more sub­ 
stantial raises were in 1917 when 
the monthly rate of $30 was put 
in effect. In 1942. this was raised 
to 550. and in 1949 the present 
monthly rate of $75 was adopted.

The earth is a large and varied place and the 
ex perts o n glo bal relatio ns mu st kno w mo re abo ut 
the human race In all its intricacies than seems 
po ssible. 
Fo r instance, no m atter ho w- devo ted a 
man may be to the affairs o f Western Euro pe, he 
may hav e no 
affinity fo r understanding such co m­ 
plexities as China. Iran, India o r the Mo slems. And 
the rule can be applied in o ther respects, fo r many 
Euro peans fail alto gether to u nderstand the United 
Sta tes particularly when they assume that o ur 
charities hav e an ulterio r mo tive. 
We may, at the mo ment, pause co ncerning 
China, Japan and Ko rea and tu rn to Iran, which 
used to be called Persia and also Parthia and Ears 
and includes a chunk o f Armenia. 
Iran is difficult 
to kno w and understand, because like so many | 
co untries which o nce were the greatest o n earth 
and are no w dependents upo n the go o d-will o f peo ­ 
ples that were in the time o f Darius unkno wn to 
civilizatio n, they resent their o wn situatio n and hit 
o ut at the parvenus. They fail tc realize that they 
are perhaps the autho rs o f their o wn misfo rtunes. 
Iran is rich in o il, which is its principal industry. 
Mo st o f the o il is o wned by the Anglo -Iranian Oil 
Co mpany , a British enterprise which pro vides abo ut 
15 per cent o f the natio nal revenue thro ugh ro yal­ 
ties and taxes and abo ut 60 per cent o f the natio n s 
fo reign exchange. 
In the 19th Century, Iran, then Persia, was 
squeezed between Great Britain and Russia and j 
was so hampered that it became o ne o f tho se weak 
and backward co untries which the Bear and the 
Lio n divided between them into spheres o f influ- j 
ence.

No tho ughtful western o bserv ers were 
happy when Premier Razmara o f Iran was 
assassinated a few mo nths ago .

The pro perties o f the Anglo -Iranian Oil 
Co ., in which Britain was majo rity sto ck­ 
ho lder, hav e been natio nalized. Strikes in 
the field and o ther difficulties hav e slo wed 
the o il flo w to a trickle. Premier Mo ssadegh, 
successo r to Rasmara, has rev ealed the in­ 
security o f his go v ernment by publicly ex ­ 
pressing fears fo r his life. 
Ho w serio us all this is fo r the West can 
be seen by reso rt to a few elemental sta­ 
tistics. Iran’s annual o il o utput o f mo re than 
30 millio n to ns represents mo re than a third 
o f the Middle East’s to tal pro ductio n. Anglo -* 
Iranian’s Abadan refinery , largest in the 
wo rld, itself turns o ut 25 millio n to ns o f 
refined o il. 
These pro perties supply 25 per cent o f 
Britain’s to tal petro leum pro ducts, and they 
also fuel a substantial part o f the industrial 
and military machine in o ther western 
natio ns. 
In a recent dispatch fro m Paris, Leo n 
Dennen, NEA co rrespo ndent in Euro pe, 
quo ted a fo rmer So v iet o il o fficial as say ing 
General Eisenho wer’s entire No rth Atlantic 
defense pro gram may be jeo pardized by a 
drastic o il dro uth if the flo w fro m Iran and 
perhaps o ther Middle East so urces is cut o ff. 
To gether these so urces acco unt fo r 9 0 per 
cent o f the o il co nsumed in NATO co untries. 
To be sure, British o il men do no t fear that 
Iranian o il will be deliberately barred fro m

PROGNOSIS OF HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
Heart disease stands first as a cause o f death. 
The co mmo nest fo rm o f heart disease is co ro nary 
thro mbo sis (heart stro ke* and the underlying co n­ 
ditio n present in heart stro ke and brain stro ke 
(apo plexy) is high blo o d pressure. It is o nly nat­ 
ural, therefo re, that the great majo rity o f us are 
interested in o ur blo o d pressure. In fo rmer days 
we tho u ght high blo o d pressure was always caused 
bj’ thickening o f the blo o d vessels, particu larly the 
blo o d vessels o f the heart and o f the kidneys. To ­ 
day, ho wever, we kno w that high blo o d pressure 
in many cases is caused by the tense lives we lead. 
Because the circulatio n o f the blo o d thro ugh the 
heart and blo o d vessels is called the vascular sys­

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FUTURE OF IRAN’S OIL 
While American lawmakers focus on the 
future of war-torn Korea, a struggle of po­ 
tentially much greater strategic importance 
is taking place in Iran. 
No thoughtful western observers were 
happy when Premier Razmara of Iran was 
assassinated a few months ago. They fore­ 
saw a period of economic and political life— 
Communist-inspired — which could disrupt 
Iran’s heavy oil shipments to Britain and 
other western countries. 
Their worst fears are being realized. Raz- 
mara’s death has been followed by internal 
turbulence that bodes ill for the West. 
The properties of the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co., in which Britain was majority stock­ 
holder, have been nationalized. Strikes in 
the field and other difficulties have slowed 
the oil flow to a trickle. Premier Mossadegh, 
successor to Rasmara, has revealed the in­ 
security of his government by publicly ex­ 
pressing fears for his life. 
How serious all this is for the West can 
be seen by resort to a few elemental sta­ 
tistics. Iran’s annual oil output of more than 
30 million tons represents more than a third 
of the Middle East’s total production. Anglo-’ 
Iranian’s Abadan refinery, largest in the 
world, itself turns out 25 million tons of 
refined oil. 
These properties supply 25 per cent of 
Britain’s total petroleum products, and they 
also fuel a substantial part of the industrial 
and military machine in other western 
nations. 
In a recent dispatch from Paris, Leon 
Dennen, NEA correspondent in Europe, 
quoted a former Soviet oil official as saying 
General Eisenhower’s entire North Atlantic 
defense program may be jeopardized by a 
drastic oil drouth lf the flow from Iran and 
perhaps other Middle East sources is cut off. 
Together these sources account for 90 per 
cent of the oil consumed in NATO countries. 
To be sure, British oil men do not fear that 
Iranian oil will be deliberately barred from 
Britain, or sold in great quantity to Russia. 
The Iranian government has assured the 
British it wants to keep on selling to them 
and other regular western customers. But 
what worries the British is how much oil 
there’ll be to sell. 
The Iranians now reply on 2,700 skilled 
European workers, but they want to replace 
them with natives. A British oil economist 
compares this outlook to the situation in 
Mexico after that country expropriated for­ 
eign oil holdings in 1938. He says: “It took 
Mexico nine years to get back to the level 
of output at the time the properties were 
seized.” 
So long as Iran insists on ousting foreign 
oil workers and managing production en­ 
tirely on its own, therefore, prospects are 
dark. Unless some agreement can be worked 
out to allow* seasoned experts to assist the 
Iranians, the Russians w ill gain a signal stra­ 
tegic victory. 
The United States is the only other im­ 
portant source from which NATO countries 
could get oil to make up any Middle East 
deficiency.

ULOBOSOPHY 
The earth is a large and varied place and the 
experts on global relations m ust know more about 
the hum an race In all its intricacies than seems 
possible. 
For instance, no m atter how devoted a 
m an may be to the affairs of W est em Europe, he 
m ay have no affinity for understanding such com­ 
plexities as China, Iran, India or the Moslems. And 
the rule can be applied in oilier respects, for m any 
Europeans fail altogether to understand the United 
S tates particularly when they assume th at our 
charities have an ulterior motive. 
We may, at 
the moment, pause concerning 
China, Japan and Korea and turn to Iran, which 
used to be called Persia and also P arthia and E ars 
and includes a chunk of Armenia. 
Iran is difficult 
to know and understand, because like so m any 
countries which once were the greatest on earth 
and are now dependents upon the good-will of peo­ 
ples th at were in the tim e of Darius unknown to 
civilization, they resent their own situation and hit 
out at the parvenus. They fail to realize that they 
are perhaps the authors of their own m isfortunes. 
Iran is rich it. oil. which is its principal industry. 
Most of the oil is owned by the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company, a British enterprise which provides about 
15 per cent of the national revenue through ro>al­ 
lies and taxes and about 60 per cent of the nation's 
foreign exchange. 
In the 19th Century, Iran, then Persia, was 
squeezed between C real Britain and Russia and 
was so ham pered th at it became one of those weak 
and backward countries which the Bear and the 
Lion divided between them into spheres of influ­ 
ence. 
The Iranians appealed to the United S ta b s 
for help, and in 1911, this country sent a financial 
expert, W. Morgan Shuster, to Persia to reorgan­ 
ize and m anage its finances. 
He actually was ap­ 
pointed treasurer-general of Persia. 
Shuster failed 
because the British and the Russians sabotaged 
him. They hated each other, but combined to drive 
out an American. 
In this current century of revolution, war. and 
global baloney, Iran has fared no better and con­ 
tinues to fight for its -independent life. 
Since oil 
has become so im portant, and the British own the 
oil, Soviet Russia would like to capture the country 
as its own. Several attem pts in this direction have 
been made. 
The United S tates does not wish that Soviet 
Russia should get the oil of Iran, because the Rus­ 
sians are short of oil and the Iranian deposit is one 
of the best in the w'orld. 
If the Russians got hold 
of th at oil, it would improve their w ar potential 
vastly. In fact, it m ight be the decisive factor. For 
m any experts believe* th at it is Russia’s inadequate 
oil supply th at keeps Russia from extending her 
war in Korea to global proportions. 
The Iranians, like the Indians, would prefer to 
he neutral. 
Their attitu d e is undoubtedly licst 
represented by Nehru, who takes the position that 
a w ar between the united S tates and Soviet Rus­ 
sia is one from which the weak and small nations 
should exclude themselves, if they can, or, if they 
are not perm itted to be neutral, they should have 
freedom to pick the w inner as an ally. U nfortunate­ 
ly geography is against this theory as it applies to 
both India and Iran. 
So, Iran, having, since 1947, been rowing with 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company over the 18-year- 
old contracts, is now nationalizing the oil industry, 
following the example of G reat B ritain’s Socialist 
governm ent at home, as the saying i§. which na­ 
tionalized 20 per cent of its economy 
W hat, the 
Iranians assume, is sauce for the goose, should he 
sauce for the g arn er— but, of course, th at is never 
quite so. 
However, it is just bad business for the United 
States, in our troubles with Soviet Russia, for tho 
oil of Iran to go to Russia. This can be very serious, 
for us. now th at we are so heavily com m itted to a 
global war, w hat w ith General Eisenhower organiz­ 
ing Europe for w ar o r Russia and the S tate D epart­ 
m ent having accepted the M acA rthur form ula for 
China. 
Therefore, the American view m ust be that the 
British can be Socialists in London, but a contract 
is a contract in Teheran, and th at no m atter w hat 
these Iranians feel about nationalism , we are going 
to see to it that that oil is not used to kill Am eri­ 
cans. 
That is the issue, quite simplified, but altogether 
accurate.

PROGNOSIS OF HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
H eart disease stands first as a cause of death. 
The commonest form of heart disease is coronary 
throm bosis (heart stroke! and the underlying con­ 
dition present in heart stroke and brain stroke 
(apoplexy) is high blood pressure. It is only n at­ 
ural, therefore, th at the great m ajority of us are 
interested in our blood pressure. In form er days 
we thought high blood pressure was always caused 
by thickening of the blood vessels, particularly the 
blood vessels of the heart and of the kidneys. To­ 
day, however, we know that high blood pressure 
in m any cases is caused by the tense lives we lead. 
Because the circulation of the blood through the 
heart and blood vessels is called the vascular sys­ 
tem, diseases of the heart and blood vessels are 
called vascular diseases. W hat about the chances 
of continuing to live with high blood pressure; w hat 
is the prognosis or likely outcome? 
In Archives of Internal Medicine. Ors. R. Frandt 
and J. Grocn in an article “Prognosis of Vascular 
H ypertension" report their followup nine-year study 
of 418 cases. These research physicians report that 
the death rate in hypertensive men is 238 per cent 
higher than th a t of the same age group of the gen­ 
eral population and tho rate for hypertensive wom­ 
en is 2 0 0 per cent above normal. 
W hat we m ust renum ber, of course, is th at in 
some individuals it is essential that their blood 
pressure be above norm al in order to carn.* the 
blood in necessary am ounts to all parts of the 
body; in fact, they would not be as well as feel as 
well if their blood pressure w ere not high. Thus it 
was found that as a guide to how long the indi­ 
vidual w ith high blood pressure is going to live, the 
eye changes w ere surprisingly accurate in giving 
the correct estim ate. M any w ith high blood pressure 
had no eye symptoms. 
It is now generally known th at the greatest 
single cause of high blood pressure is nervousness 
and emotional disturbances as tensing our blood 
vessels calls for more pressure from the heart. As 
blood vessels have an elastic coat which allows 
blood to enter and then be pressed or pushed on­ 
ward. we may, by keeping tense, lose some of this 
elastic tissue and have it replaced by fibrous tissue, 
which, of course, required more pressure to push 
blood to all parts of the body.

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FUTURE OF IRAN’S OIL 
While American lawmakers focus on the 
future of war-torn Korea, a struggle of po­ 
tentially much greater strategic importance 
is taking place in Iran. 
No thoughtful western observers were 
happy when Premier Razmara of Iran was 
assassinated a few months ago. They fore­ 
saw a period of economic and political life— 
Communist-inspired — which could disrupt 
Iran’s heavy oil shipments to Britain and 
other western countries. 
Their worst fears are being realized. Raz- 
mara’s death has been followed by internal 
turbulence that bodes ill for the West. 
The properties of the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co., in which Britain was majority stock­ 
holder, have been nationalized. Strikes in 
the field and other difficulties have slowed 
the oil flow to a trickle. Premier Mossadegh, 
successor to Rasmara, has revealed the in­ 
security of his government by publicly ex­ 
pressing fears for his life. 
How serious all this is for the West can 
be seen by resort to a few elemental sta­ 
tistics. Iran’s annual oil output of more than 
30 million tons represents more than a third 
of the Middle East’s total production. Anglo-* 
Iranian’s Abadan refinery, largest in the 
world, itself turns out 25 million tons of 
refined oil. 
These properties supply 25 per cent of 
Britain’s total petroleum products, and they 
also fuel a substantial part of the industrial 
and military machine 
in other western 
nations. 
In a recent dispatch from Paris, Leon 
Dennen, NEA correspondent 
in Europe, 
quoted a former Soviet oil official as saying 
General Eisenhower’s entire North Atlantic 
defense program may be jeopardized by a 
drastic oil drouth if the flow from Iran and 
perhaps other Middle East sources is cut off. 
Together these sources account for 90 per 
cent of the oil consumed in NATO countries. 
To be sure, British oil men do not fear that 
Iranian oil will be deliberately barred from 
Britain, or sold in great quantity to Russia. 
The Iranian government has assured the 
British it wants to keep on selling to them 
and other regular western customers. But 
what worries the British is how much oil 
there’ll be to sell. 
The Iranians now reply on 2,700 skilled 
European workers, but they want to replace 
them with natives. A British oil economist 
compares this outlook to the situation in 
Mexico after that country expropriated for­ 
eign oil holdings in 1938. He says: “It took 
Mexico nine years t« get back to the level 
of output at the time the properties were 
seized.” 
So long as Iran insists on ousting foreign 
oil workers and managing production en­ 
tirely on its own, therefore, prospects are 
dark. Unless some agreement can be worked 
out to allow seasoned experts to assist the 
Iranians, the Russians will gain a signal stra­ 
tegic victory. 
The United States is the only other im­ 
portant source from which NATO countries 
could get oil to make up any Middle East 
deficiency. And it’s an unsettled question 
how much of that added burden we could 
bear. We are not now an oil-exporting 
country. 
No communique from the Korean front is 
more vital to the West’s future than the dis­ 
patch from Tehran which will tell what 
finally is to happen to Iranian oil.

GLOBOSOPHY 
The earth is a large and varied place and the 
experts on global relations must know more about 
the human race In all its intricacies than seems 
possible. 
For instance, no matter how devoted a 
man may be to the affairs of Western Europe, he 
may have no affinity for Understanding such com­ 
plexities as China, Iran, India or the Moslems. And 
the rule can be applied in other respects, for many 
Europeans fail altogether to understand the United 
States particularly when they assume that our 
charities have an ulterior motive. 
We may, at the moment, pause concerning 
China, Japan and Korea and turn to Iran, which 
used to be called Persia and also Parthia and Ears 
and includes a chunk of Armenia. 
Iran is difficult 
to know and understand, because like so many j 
countries which once were the greatest on earth 
and are now dependents upon the ¿ood-will of peo­ 
ples that were in the time of Darius unknown to 
civilization, they resent their own situation and hit 
out at the parvenus. They fail tc realize that they 
are perhaps the authors of their own misfortunes. 
Iran is rich in oil, which is its principal industry. 
Most of the oil is owned by the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company, a British enterprise which provides about 
15 per cent of the national revenue through royal­ 
ties and taxes and about 60 per cent of the nation’s | 
foreign exchange. 
In the 19th Century, Iran, then Persia, was ; 
squeezed between Great Britain and Russia and j 
was so hampered that it became one of those weak 
and backward countries which the Bear and the 
Lion divided between them into spheres of influ- i 
ence. 
The Iranians appealed to the United States , 
for help, and in 1911, this country sent a financial 
expert, W. Morgan Shuster, to Persia to reorgan­ 
ize and manage its finances. 
He actually was ap­ 
pointed treasurer-gtncral of Persia. Shuster failed 
Decause the British and the Russians sabotaged 
him. They hated each other, but combined to drive 
out an American. 
In this current century of revolution, war, and 
global baloney, Iran has fared no better and con­ 
tinues to fight for its -independent life. 
Since oil 
has become so important, and the British own the 
oil, Soviet Russia would like to capture the country 
as its own. Several attempts in this direction have 
been made. 
The United States does not wish that Soviet 
Russia should get the oil of Iran, because the Rus- 
sians are short of oil and the Iranian deposit is one I 
of the best in the w'orld. If the Russians got hold 
of that oil, it would improve their war potential j 
vastly. In fact, it might be the decisive factor. For 
many experts believe'that it is Russia’s inadequate 
oil supply that keeps Russia from extending her 
war in Korea to global proportions. 
The Iranians, like the Indians, would prefer to 
he neutral. 
Their attitude is undoubtedly best 
represented by Nehru, who takes (he position that 
a war between the Onifed States and Soviet Rus­ 
sia is one from which the weak and small nations 
should exclude themselves, if they can, or, if they 
are not permitted to be neutral, they should have 
freedom to pick the winner as an ally. Unfortunate­ 
ly geography is against this theory as it applies to 
both India and Iran. 
So, Iran, having, since 1947, been rowing wúth I 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company over the 18-year- i 
old contracts, is now’ nationalizing the oil industry, 
following the example of Great Britain’s Socialist 
government at home, as the saying i§, which na­ 
tionalized 20 per cent of its economy 
What, the 
Iranians assume, is sauce for the goose, should bo 
sauce for the gam kr— but, of course, that is never 
quite so. 
However, it is just bad business for the United 
States, in our troubles with Soviet Russia, for the 
oil of Iran to go to Russia. This can be very seriousv 
for us, now that we are so heavily committed to a 
global war, what wúth General Eisenhower organiz- j 
ing Europe for war or Russia and the State Depart­ 
ment having accepted the MacArthur formula for j 
China. 
Therefore, the American view must be that the 
British can be Socialists in London, but a contract !

these Iranians feel about nationalism, we are going ! 
to sec to it that that oil is not used to kill Ameri­ 
cans.

PROGNOSIS OF HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
Heart disease stands first as a cause of death. 
The commonest form of heart disease is coronary 
thrombosis (heart stroke» and the underlying con­ 
dition present in heart stroke and brain stroke 
(apoplexy) is high blood pressure. It is only nat­ 
ural, therefore, that the great majority of us are 
lntei-ested in our blood pressure. In former days 
we thought high blood pressure was always caused 
bj’ thickening of the blood vessels, particularly the 
blood vessels of the heart and of the kidneys. To­ 
day, however, we know that high blood pressure 
in many cases is caused by the tense lives we lead. 
Because the circulation of the blood through the 
heart and blood vessels is called the vascular sys­ 
tem. diseases of the heart and blood vessels are 
called vascular diseases. What about the chances 
of continuing to live with high blood pressure; what 
is the prognosis or likely outcome? 
In Archives of Internal Medicine. Drs. R. Frandt 
and J. Groen in an article “Prognosis of Vascular 
Hypertension” report their followup nine-year study 
of 418 cases. These research physicians report that 
the death rate in hypertensive men is 238 per cent 
higher than that of the same age group of the gen­ 
eral population and the rate for hypertensive wom­ 
en is 200 per cent above normal. 
What we must remember, of course, is that in 
some individuals it is essential that their blood 
pressure be above normal in order to carry the 
blood in necessary amounts to all parts of tho 
body; in fact, they would not be as well as feel as 
well if their blood pressure were not high. Thus it 
was found that as a guide to how’ long the indi­ 
vidual with high blood pressure is going to live, the 
eye changes w’ere surprisingly accurate in giving 
the correct estimate. Many with high blood pressure 
had no eye symptoms. 
It is now generally known that the greatest 
single cause of high blood pressure is nervousness 
and emotional disturbances as tensing our blood 
vessels calls for more pressure from the heart. As 
blood vessels have an elastic coat which allows 
blood to enter and then be pressed or pushed on­ 
ward, we may, by keeping tense, lose some of this 
elastic tissue and have it replaced by fibrous tissue, 
which, of course, required more (pressure to push 
blood to all parts of the body.

Washington—Just a year ago, 
an American ciiizen, George S. 
Wheeler, issued a blast against the 
United States and announced his 
intention to live in Czechoslovakia. 
He and his wife are still there, re­ 
port eclly teaching school. 
Interesting ■ inside 
fact 
about 
Wheeler is that, five years before, 
ihe U. S. Civil Service Commis­ 
sion had suspected his disloyalty 
and ordered him fired. But thanks 
to the intervention of well-mean-! 
ing friends, he was reinstated and 
permitted to occupy a key job in 
Germany. 
The man who chiefly went to i 
bat % for Wheeler was David A. 
Morse, former counsel of the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board, fo r-; 
mer undersecretary of labor, now ! 
with the International Labor Of­ 
fice at Geneva. 
To a lesser extent. Wheeler was 
also supported by Gen. Frank J. 
McSherry, director of the Man­ 
power Division of the Allied Con­ 
trol Council in Germany, and by 
Gen. Philip Fleming, then chief 
of the Public Works Administra­ 
tion, later chairman of the Mari­ 
time Commission. 
This was back in 1945, of course, 
when Americans were consider­ 
ably more trusting than they are 
now. The incident presents an in­ 
teresting case history illustrating 
how’ unsuspecting Americans can 
get sucked into supporting Com­ 
munists. 
Worked With KPD 
The Civil Service Commission 
first acted to fire Wheeler when he 
was chief of the denazification 
control 
branch 
of 
the 
Control 
Council in Germany after receiv­ 
ing reports that Wheeler was a 
courier for the KPD, the German 
Communist 
party. 
This 
belief 
arose from tho fact that after 
Wheeler had visited certain cities* 
the local 
branch of the KPD 
would immediately begin agitating 
along the latest Communist lines. 
As a result. William H. Hull of 
the 
Civil 
Service 
Commission 
wrote 
on 
Jan. 
2, 
1945: 
“Mr. 
Wheeler has followed the Commu­ 
nist line in its changes from be­ 
fore 1939 to date. Evidence relat­ 
ing directly to this matter is sup­ 
ported 
by other evidence that 
shows Mr. Wheeler’s active par­ 
ticipation and sympathetic interest 
in policies and programs directly 


and indirectly furthering the o b -! 
jectives of communism." 
“The 
position 
to 
which 
Mr. 
Wheeler was appointed is of such 
importance to the government of 
the United States . . . that great 
care must be exercised. . . . Mr. I 
Wheeler has been rated ineligi­ 
ble.” 
However, David A. Morse, then 
a lieutenant colonel and Wheel­ 
er’s immediate superior, wrote a 
long letter, Oct. 1, 1945, stating 
among other things: 
“I am taking this opportunity 
now’ that I am back in the States, 
to 
submit 
this 
letter 
in 
Mr. 
Wheeler’s behalf wúth my esti­ 
mate of his high integrity and un­ 
questioned loyalty to America.” 
Later, Oct. 29, 1945, Morse ap­ 
peared before the Civil Service 
Commission and testified that “if 
Wheeler had been dismissed pur­ 
suant to the civil service letter 
of Jan. 2 the constructive side of 
the U. S. postwar effort in Ger­ 
many would have been adversely 
affected.’’ 
So Wheeler was reinstated and 
served with the American mili­ 
tary 
government 
in 
Germany 
from Dec. 30, 1945 to Dec. 29, 
1947. Three years later, on April 
7, 1950, he asked for asylum of 
the Czech government and has 
since been reported by the Czech 
press 
as 
making 
speeches 
in 
praise of that “Communist para­ 
dise” and 
attacking the 
“war­ 
mongering” of his native country, 
the United States of America. 
Blocking the Communists 
Assistant 
Postmaster General 
Jack Redding has given the na­ 
tion an illustration of what can 
be done regarding 
the Chinese 
Communists diplomatically when 
you really get on the ball. 
Last winter Redding attended 
a meeting of the Universal Postal 
Union at Cairo, where the Chi­ 
nese Communists won an impor­ 
tant victory. Despite the objec­ 
tion of the United States and 
much to Redding’s disgust, they 
were seated as a member of the 
union. 
However, another meeting of 
the postal union was scheduled 
for May 21 at St. Gallen, Switz­ 
erland, and Redding immediately 
got busy. He notified the anti­ 
communist friends of the U.S.A. 
that he would like to see them at­ 
tend the St. Gallen meeting and 
ve*.* with us against China. As 
a result, Turkey, Mexico, Colom­ 
bia and Brazil, which had not 


participated before, show’eó' up. 
And this week, thanks to Red­ 
ding’s alertness, the postal union 
voted 10 to 6, with three abstain­ 
ing, to boot Communist China out 
of the postal union. 
Ridgway vs. Rhee 
Gen. Matthew Ridgway sent an 
important cable to the Defense 
Department this w’eek regarding 
his problems with President Syng- 
man Rhee and Korean troops. 
President Rhee has insisted that 
Korean troops be organized as in­ 
dependent units and fight com­ 
pletely 
on 
their 
own. 
General 
Ridgway, on the other hand, has 
found that Korean troops fight 
, well when closely integrated with 
U. S. troops but, break and run 
when organized as independent 
units. 
Each 
time 
the 
Chinese 
have struck recently, they have 
aimed their chief blows at the 
South Koreans. 
Therefore, General R i d g w a y 
asked the Defense Department to 
help him straighten out this prob­ 
lem with elderly, crusty President 
Rhee, who argues that if Korea is 
to defend itself in the future, its 
j troops must learn to fight inde- 
, peidently. 
Secretary Marshall immediate­ 
ly got in touch with the State De­ 
partment, secured its cooperation 
toward informing President Rhee 
that his troops must be integrated, 
at least until the crisis is over. 
Note—At Wake Island, Presi­ 
dent Truman felt’ Rhee was a 
weight around Korea’s neck, sug­ 
gested to General MacArthur that 
r*£\v elections be held MacArthur 
differed, stanchly defended Rhee. 
Truman dropped the matter.

PSC Rejects Argument 
Of Telephone Company 


Albany, N. Y.. May 25 <aP>—The 
Public Service Commission ha* re­ 
fused to consider replacem ent cost 
of facilities as an argum ent in sup­ 
port of the New York Telephone 
Company's request for a $44,000,- 
000 rate boost. 
Ralph VV. Brown, company a t­ 
torney, described the ruling, issued 
yesterday, as “highly prejudicial.” 
He 
said 
the company 
hoped 
ways could be found to avoid court 
action. 
The PSC said the company’s evi­ 
dence for using replacem ent cost* 
was of “no substantial weight as 


a basis for the determ ination of 
just and reasonable rates.” 
The ruling followed the commis­ 
sion’s policy of basing rates of re­ 
turn on original investm ent costs. 
There is a difference of $350.- 
226.000 in the company’s estim ated 
replacem ent value of its facilities 
and the original investm ent. 
In announcing the ruling. Com­ 
m issioner Spencer B. Eddy said it 
did not preclude proof by the com­ 
pany of changes in current operat­ 
ing costs.

Of Telephone Company 


Albany, N. Y.. May 25 'A*»—The 
Public Service Commission has re­ 
fused to consider replacem ent cost 
of facilities as an argum ent in sup­ 
port of the New- York Telephone 
Com pany’s request for a $44,000,- 
000 rate boost. 
Ralph W. Brown, company a t­ 
torney. described the ruling, issued 
yesterday, as "highly prejudicial.” 
He 
said 
the company 
hoped 
ways could be found to avoid court 
action. 
The PSC said the com pany’s evi­ 
dence for using replacem ent costs 
was of "no substantial weight as 


a basis for the determination of 
just and reasonable rates.” 
The ruling followed the commis­ 
sion’s policy of basing rates of re­ 
turn on original investment costs. 
There is a difference of $350.- 
226.000 in the company’s estimated 
replacem ent value of its facilities 
and the original investment. 
In announcing the ruling, Com­ 
missioner Spencer B. Eddy said it 
did not preclude proof by the com­ 
pany of changes in current operat­ 
ing costs.
